Driver install for (MAC OS 8.6 or Higher)

Hardware install for (MAC OS 8.6 or Higher)

To use, insert your memory card into the appropriate slot into the Digidrive. 
From here the card works similar to a floppy disk. You may copy files between 
your cards, to and from other drives on your system. 




Smart Media (SM) 

Insert Card with metal contact strip facing down and the cut out notch on the 
left side going toward the drive. Push gently all the way in and then release. To 
remove the card, merely pull out the media. 

Sony Memory Stick (MS) 

Insert Card with metal contact strip facing down and the cut out notch on the 
left side going toward the drive. Push gently all the in and then release. To 
remove the card, merely pull out the media 

Multimedia Card (MMC) or SecureDigital Card (SD) 

Insert Card with metal contact strip facing down and the cut-out notch on the 
left side going toward the drive. To remove the card, merely pull out the media. 

Compact Flash (CF) or IBM Microdrive 

Insert Card with the edge with the holes facing toward the Drive, making sure to 
line the card up with rails. To remove the card, merely pull out the media

• Macintosh users, be sure to drag the icon of the media to the 
"Trash" to remove it from the desktop before ejecting the 
media to Prevent Data Loss. 

• To Prevent Data Loss, do not disconnect your drive while the 
drive is transferring data.
